At first when I volunteered for this position, I thought it would be a cinch 
to perform. After my little meeting with Herman on October 16, 2017, I 
think I can do it if I can keep up with all the research. And here I thought it 
was others sending the ideas for articles to Herman. Besides any ideas 
would help as well. 

A little about my background: Back in the 1960's (I sound so ancient), I 
became interested in the development of the microprocessor and transistors 
after reading an article while in high school. In college at USL here in La- 
fayette, I worked with Dr. Roland Jenkins, the Electronics instructor in the 
Industrial Education Department as a Student Aid. Dr. Jenkins had helped 
the Computer Department to develop the computer system the university 
had which helped NASA in their development of the space program. Dr. 
Jenkins was also a Ham. He introduced me to Ham radio and I started to 
study for my license. I never could learn CW so I never passed my test. But 
I did learn a lot about computer parts, programming the microprocessors, 
and troubleshooting. I helped to develop, construct, troubleshoot, and pro- 
gram a Z80 motherboard which we used to help students learn about con- 
struction techniques. 

After graduation, I went on to teach junior high students in woodworking 
and basic mechanics. But my heart was still in electronics and personal 
computers. So I self-taught myself as much as I could learn about com- 
puters. I quickly got fed up with playing office politics in the education field 
and went onto other areas for employment until I found my own little niche 
in Truck Driving. (I had turned down job offers with Hewitt-Packard and 
Texas Instruments to go drive trucks.) I could just go out and do my job, 
wasn't too often bothered my others, and I could continue my learning on 
computers. Personal computers were just starting to make a dent in the mar- 
ket, and Microsoft's decision to make most of the peripherals universal 
rather than proprietary like Apple did, made it easier to design your own 
homemade computer systems. And with the development of the Internet 
also made it easier to transfer ideas and data between people. 

I learned all I could about different programs and learned to teach others 
how to use them. For a time I built and sold computers to people, and taught 
them how to use the different programs. I also found a fondness for Open 
Software, free programs which developers made to help others to use their 
computers.

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Louisiana ARES SET 


(Simulated Emergency Test)

The 2017 SET was held on 
Saturday October 21, 2017. 

The event this year focused on a 
category 3 hurricane (Ester) which 
made landfall near Morgan City 
Louisiana. 

Louisiana ARES activated its 
response in a statewide alert. This 
manifested itself into a HF net 
which was held on 80 meter and 
multiple VHF nets held around the 
state. Net control Stations for the 
HF net were: Glen KF5FNP, Jim 
WBSLSH and Tom WSOHJ. 

The HF net kicked off at 10:00 
AM central time and remained on 
frequency until 12:30 PM. The 
purpose of the net was to receive 
weather and damage reports from 
ham radio operators which were 
relayed into GOHSEP via Winlink. 

In addition to the information 
sent into GOHSEP, simulated 
National Weather Service ham 
stations were set up so weather ob- 
servations could be reported. 

Local (Region 4) nets were set 
up at the Lafayette Parish EOC and 
Acadia Parish EOC. The NCS for 
these local nets were: Bobby 
KGSKFK and Chris NS5MCY. 
David KGSSBA, located in Lake 
Charles was the liaison for the Lake 
Charles National Weather Service. 

This Simulated Emergency Test 
is to locate station and operation 
procedure problems, to correct them 
in advance in case we are faced 
with a real emergency situation. 

While a test of this type is of a 
serious nature it should be fun for 
the operators as well. I believe this 
holds true for SET 2017. 

Overall, in my opinion this SET 
went very well.

Elmer “Bud” Frohardt Jr, W9DY, Sk

Elmering or mentoring has long been the backbone of Amateur Radio. 
While technology constantly evolves, the human interaction between hams 
will not be replaced and will always remain one of the hobby's strongest tra- 
ditions. As licensed hams we are all ambassadors of Amateur Radio and we 
should always be looking at ways in which we can welcome newly licensed 
hams and project a positive image that will attract others to ham radio. 

Origin of the term "Elmer" 

The ham radio mentor who inspired the term “Elmer” — Elmer P. “Bud” 
Frohardt Jr, W9DY (ex-W9GFF), of Madison, Wisconsin — died on March 
22. He was 93. A friend and co-worker of the late Rod Newkirk, W9BRD 
(later VA3ZBB), who edited QST’s “How’s DX?” column, Frohardt was 
the “Elmer” that Newkirk had in mind when he used the name in his March 
1971 column, referring to someone who helped to mentor new Amateur Ra- 
dio licensees and calling them “the unsung fathers of Amateur Radio.” 

“Too frequently one hears a sad story in this little nutshell: ‘Oh, I almost 
got a ticket, too, but Elmer, W9XYZ, moved away and I kind of lost inter- 
est,’” Newkirk had written. “We need those Elmers. All the Elmers, includ- 
ing the ham who took the most time and trouble to give you a push toward 
your license, are the birds who keep this great game young and fresh.” 

On AC6V’s “Origin of Ham Speak” web page, John Becker, K9MM, is 
quoted as saying, “Bud was very well known locally for his involvement 
with the RAMS (Radio Amateur Megacycle Society) radio club, and he was 
always helping newcomers to the hobby.” 

An ARRL Life Member, Frohardt, who preferred to be called “Bud,” had 
worked as a communications technician for the Illinois State Police, retiring 
in 1986. Licensed in the 1930s, he was a veteran DXer, eventually working 
all 381 countries at that time from his former home in Chicago. When he 
moved into an antenna-restricted neighborhood in the 1990s, he enthusiasti- 
cally began chasing DX from his car, racking up 326 entities while operat- 
ing from the back seat. He also was active in the annual Illinois QSO Party, 
which he managed at one point. 

“Am most proud of all the wonderful young people I have been able to 
interest over the years in science, radio, DX, CW, and electronics,” Frohardt 
wrote on his QRZ.com page. “Many of them have become excellent opera- 
tors, engineers, scientists, doctors or business people.” — Thanks to The 
Daily DX.

Louisiana Regions had 
their own VHF repeaters in operation. 
Region 4 (my region) operated on the 
146.820 & 147.150 repeaters in Lafay- 
ette Parish. I had my HF and 2 VHF 
radios going at one time plus my com- 
puter going on at the same time (very 
interesting). I used my personal call 
KNSGRK plus the Lafayette Salvation 
call K5LSA during this time to relay 
some WX conditions to the Lake 
Charles NWS shelter info to our local 
VHF nets. 

One task given to me was to QSY 
to 14.239 MHz and try to contact 
Caine Richard KGSPUL/MM operat- 
ing maritime mobile between Ft. 
Lauderdale, FL and Puerto Rico aboard 
the supply ship “RAM NATION” at 
11:15 CDT. I did manage to make 
contact and requested some WX obser- 
vations and his location. Caine said he 
would be returning home on the 23" of 
October and he also asked how the 
SET was going. 

At the present time, Cane is em- 
ployed as a United States Mariner li- 
censed Master operating a 280 ft. ves- 
sel helping in delivering supplies to 
hurricane stricken Puerto Rico
